Address To The Electors 


AND PEOPLE OF CANADA. 


To the electors of Canada: 


Gentlemen,—The numerous questions | 


now engaging public attention having, in 
the opinion of the ministry, reached that 
stage when it is desirable that an oppor- 
tunity should be given the people of ex- 
pressing, at the polls, their views thereon, 
the Governor-General has been advised 
to terminate the existence of the present 
House of Commons and to issue writs of 
Parliament. This advise His Excellency 
has seen fit to approve, and you, there- 
fore, will be caled upon within a short 
time to clect members to represent you 
in the Great Council of the nation. I 
shall be a candidate fur the representa- 
tion of my old constituency, the city of 
Kingston. 

In soliciting at your hands a renewal of 
e which I have enjeyed as 
a minister of the Crown for thirty years, 

I think, convenient that I shoud 
take advantar.e of the occasion to detine 
the attitude of the government in which I 
am minister, towards the leadin 4 pelitical 
issues of the day, 

As in IS7S, in 1882, and again in 1887, 
so in 1891 do questions relating to the 
trade and commerce of the country oc 
cupy a foremost place in the public mind. 
Our policy in respect thereto is to-day 
what it has been for the past thirteen 
years, and is directed by a tirm determi- 
nation to foster and develop the varied 
resources of the Dominion by every 
means in our power consistent with Can-

the British empire. To that 
have labored in the past, and we propose 
to continue in the work to which we have 


applied ourselves, of holding up on this | 


continent, under the flag of England, a 
great and powerful nation. 

When, in 1878, we were called upon to 
administer the affairs of the Dominion, 
Canada occupied a position in the eyes of 
the world very different from that) which 
she enjoys to-day. At that time a pro- 
found depression hung like a pall over the 
whole country from the Atlantic «cean to 
the western limits of the province of On- 
tanio, beyond which to the Rocky moun- 
tains stretched a vast and almost un- 
known wilderness. Trade was depressed, 
manufactures languished, and, exposed tw 
ruinous competitition, Canadians were 
fast sinking into the position of being 
mere hewers of wood and drawers of 
water for the t nation dwelling to the 
south. We determined to change the 
unhappy state of things. We felt that 
Canada, with its agricultural resources; 
rich in its fisheries, timber and mineral 
wealth, was worthy of a nobler position 
than that of being a slaughter market for 
the United States. We said to the Am- 
ericans: ‘*We are perfectly willing to 
trade with you on equal terms. We are 
desirous of having a fair reciprocity 
treaty, but we will not consent to open 
our markets to you while your's remain 
closed to us." So we inaugurated the 
National Policy. You all know what 
followed. almost, as if by magic, the 
whole face of the country underwent a 
change. Stagnation and apathy and ruin 

aye, and want and misery, too—gave 
place to activity and enterprise and pros- 
perity The miners of Nova Scotia took 
courage, the manufacturing industries in 
our great centres revived and multiplied; 
the farmer found a market for his pro- 
duce, the artisan and laborer employ- 
ment at good wages, and all Canada _re- 
joiced under the quickening influence of 
a new-found life. The age of deficits was 
passed and an overflowing treasury gave 
to the government the means of carrying 
forward those great works necessary to 

the realization of our purpose to make 
this country a homogeneous whole. — To 


that end we undertook that stupendous 


work, the Canadian Pacific railway, un- 
deterred by the pessimistic views of our 
opponents. Nay, in spite of their stren- 
uous, and even malignant opposition, we 
pushed forward that great enterprise 
through the wilds north of Lake Supe ior, 
across the western prairies, over the 
Rocky Mountains to the shores of the 
Pacitic, with such inflexible resolution 
that in seven years after the assumption 
of oftice by the present administration the 
dream of sur public men was an accom- 
plished fact, and I, myself, experienced 
the proud satisfaction of looking back 
from the steps of my car upon the Rocky 
Mountains fringing the eastern sky. 

The Canadian Pacitic railway now ex- 
tends from ocean to ocean, opening up 
and developing the country at a marvel- 
Jous rate and forming an imperial high- 
way to the east, over which the trade of 
the Indies is destined to reach the mar- 
kets of Europe. We have subsidized 
steamship lines on both oceans to Europe, 
China, Japan, Australia and the West 
Indies. We have spent millions on the | 
extension and improvement of oar canal | 
system. We have. by liberal grants of | 
subsidies, promo si the building of | rail- 
ways, now become an absolute necessity, | 
until the whole country is covered as with | 
a network. and we have dune all this with | 
such pradence and caution that our credit | 
in the ueney market of the world is 
higher to«lay than it has ever been, and 
the rate of interest on our debt, which is

and has announced its policy to be un- 
restricted reciprocity, that is (as defined 
by its author. Mr. Wiman, in the North 
American Review, a few days ago) free 
trade with the United States and a com- 
mon tariff with the United States against 
the rest of the world. 

The adoption of this policy would in- 
volve among other grave evils, discrimi- 
nation aguinst the mother country. This 
fact is admitted by no less a personage 
than Sir Richard Cartwright, who in his 

speech at Pembroke, on October, 21st, 
1890, is reported to have said:

| Free Trader—tothe Toronto Globe, on 
| the staff of which paper he was lately an 
editonal writer, which, notwithstanding, 
| the Globe, with its characteristic unfair- 
| ness, refused to publish, but which, 

nevertheless, reached the public through 
another source. Mr. Thompson points 
out with great clearmess that the loss of 
customs revenue levied upon articles now 
entering this country from the United 
States, in the event of the adoption of 
the policy of unres'ricted reciprocity, 
would amount to not less than $7,000,000 
annually. Moreover, this by no means 
represents the total loss to the revenue 
which the adoption of such a_ policy 
would entail. If American manufactur- 
ers now compete favorably with British 
goods, despite an equal duty, what do 
you suppose would happen if the -duty 
were removed from the Americans and 
retained, or as is very possible, increased, 
on the British article? Would not the 
inevitable result be a displacement of the 
duty paying goods of the mother country 
by those of the United States?) And this 


would mean an additional loss to the 
revenue of many millions more. 
Electors of Canada! TI appeal to you

You—I speak now more 
particularly to the people of this province 
of Ontario—are already taxed directly for 
school purposes, for country purposes, for 
townslup purposes, fur county purposes, 
while to the provincial government there 
is expressly given by the constitution the 
right to impose direct taxation.

We understand the Grit party of Sel- 
kirk have madea discovery, by which 
they intend tu save the services of Jos ‘ph 
Martin to themselves, no matter how 
things turn in the approaching elections.

“*1. No person shall be eligible to, or 
be capable of being nominated t» or voted 
for, or of being elected to, or of sitting or 
voting in the House of Commons, who, 
on the the day of nomination at any clec- 
tion to the House of Commons, is a mem- 
ber of the Legislative Council or assem- 
bly of any province, etc., etc.” 

As a man is a member of a legislative 
assembly until his resignation is accepted, | 
we are of the opinion, this spoils the 
little game of our Grit friends. But to 
settle the matter completely, here is an- 
other section of the same Act : 

“2. If any such member of a Provincial 


Legislature shall, notwithstanding his 
disqualification as in the preceding  sec- 
tion mentioned, receive a majority of 
votes at any such election, such majority 
shall be thrown away, and it shall be the 
duty of the Returning officer to return 
the person having the next greatest num- |

A meeting of the ratepayers of the 
Harrow district took on 
the 2nd inst, the purpose of the meeting 
being to elect a new trustee in place of 
W. A. Walker resigned. The attendance 
was large, as it was expected that the 
meeting would be stormy. 

Mr. Walker offered himself for re-elec- 
tion and was opposed by Mr. Edward 
Chapman. 

Mr. Wm. Chapman proposd and Mr. 
Fred Chapman seconded Mr, Walker's 
candidature. 

Mr. John Ward proposed, seconded by 
Mr. N. Roins, the name of Mr. Ed. 
Chapman. 

The chairman of the meeting, Mr. Jas. | 
Vareoe, then called upon Mr. Walker) 
to explain his conduct im resigning, which 
| The explanation, however, turned out to 
| be only a personal attack upon his late | 
colleagues. As soon as he got through | 
| with his tirade, the chairman, who is also 
atru-tee rose to his feet and ina loud | 
veice denounced the last speaker as one | 
who was perverting the truth, which | 
statement was heartily endorsed by the | 
third trustee, Mr. Fred Hadow, who | 
enext eecupied the floor. : 

Mr. Hadow fully bore out Mr. Vareoe | 
in all that he had said in defence of the | 
| board, and then hauled Mr. Walker over | 
‘the coals for stating that ‘‘when the | 
trustees met onthe 12th January, 1891, 
he found that it was for the purpose of | 
returning and not discussing the advisa- | 
bility of retaining the late teacher’ there- 
by aceusing his colleagues of conspiring 
tovether before they went to the meet- 
ing. He then complained of reports 
| eoming to him from all sides, that both 
/Mr. Vareoe and himself had stated chat 
they considered the late teacher unfit for 
her position. This he emphatically de- 
nied, pointing out that as there were only 
‘three trustees and the report defamed 
‘two of them, that the third trustee was 
o ivously the author of such reports. 
‘This speaker finished his remarks by 
| stigmatizing the reports as lies, and call- 
ling upon the chairman to substantiate 
| his statement, which Mr. Varcoe did. 

Mr. Ed. Chapman upon rising was 
| received with vociferous cheering, and 
offered himself for election. He claimed 
amid loud applause that the trustees of 
| 1890 held too many hole and corner 
| meetings, in several cases there being 
| only two members present. He claimed 
that Mr. Walker was causing all this 
disturbance because Mr. Hadow was too 
good metal to be twisted around his 
fingers like the sec.-treas for 1890, Mr. 
Wm. Chapman. (Loud cheers). Another | 
very strong point brought out by Mr. EF. 
Chapman was in alludi gto unpunctu- 
ality. Those who know Mr. Walker best | 
agree that this is his great failing. He 
also stated that on one occasion the | 
trustees had to wait an hour and a-half 
on Mr. Walker before they began busi- 
ness, which statement was endorsed by | 
Mr. Varcoe and Mr. Hadow. 
| ‘fhe chairman then expressed himself | 
willing to take the votes, but was inter- 


rupted by Mr. N. King who said that he 

had no desire to speak in the matter, but | 
that Messrs. Ed.
